SUPERINTENDENT SREPORT 


To the School Board and citizens of the Go3e.-Lempster 
Coop:zrative School District No. 5, I herewith submit my fifth 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 

All four teachers returned in S29 ember to continue their 
teaching in each of the four one-room schools. Mrs. Myrtie 
Starkey is at the Goshea Village School, Mr. Elmore Kathan at 
Goshen Four Corners, Mrs. Doris Newman at East Lempster, 
and Mrs. Frances Wirkkala at Lempster Street. Each teacher 
has four grades, and the East Lemptser Schoo} enrollment has 
increased to a total of thirty-nine pupils. This makes a nearly 
impossible situatioa in terms of seating, heating and time to 
give each grade attention, not to mention individual pupil 
assistance. 

Teachers and’ p:ipils are extremely anxious to move into the 
new school. It is my hope and expectation that by the time you 
read this report the chang? will have been mad2. 

Mr. Kathan resigaed ia Octaber due to a business adventure 
but continued to teach uatil the ead of January, until a replace- 
ment could by obtaiaed. Mrs. Ettabelle Lewis has substituted 
for a short time prior to the employment of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Barrett, cf Newport. Mrs. Barrett haz had elevea years of 
teaching in Unity, Newport and Sunapee. Mrs. Barrett and 
Mrs. Wirkkala are working with grades five to eight and ex- 
changing assigameats in the different subjects. Mrs. Wirkka’a © 
is acting principal of tha new school. 

Mrs. Rae Hodgman and Mrs. Helea Tnn2y have prepared 
the hot lunches for the Goshen pupils under most adverse con- 
ditions. They will be extremely pleased with the kitchen and 
equipment of the new school. Increased federal government 
surplus foods have been most welcome this year. 

Cold weather caused the closing cf schools and will neces- 
sitate making up time during the planned vacations or on Sat- 
urdays. 

The new building has progressed nicely and, with the coop- 
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eration and gifts of many orginizatioas anl individuals, will 
be well equipped. Perhaps the most timely and geaerous gift 
was received from the Harriet Spaulding Charitable Trust 
Fund. This has been used to purchase classroom wardrobes 
and art easels, teachers files, classroom tables. folding tables 
and chairs for the all-purpose room, kitchen refrigerator, dishes 
and tableware, and it is expected that some of it will be available 
for grading. It has enabled the painting of the interior by the 
contractor. 

The Lempster Parents Club has contributed toward floor 
tile and kitchen equipment, and the Goshen Parents Club to- 
ward a freezer. The Grange has made plans to assist with these 
projects and others. The Legion and Auxiliary are providing 
outside and classrscom flags. These same organizations and 
individuals have pledged themselves to work or contribute 
toward grading and installation or wakls or black-topping of the 
road entering the school grounds. All of these acts are indeed 
an indication of the support of the citizens in providing better 
educational facilities for their children. 

Miss Florence Maclver, school nurse, has had an exceptional- 
ly busy year with the polio and other clinics in addition to the 
routine testing program. The supervisory union purchased an 
othorater which has aided in the identification of eye defects 
more quickly and accurately. 

Miss Maclver, the teachers and I are most appreciative of 
the support and cooperation of the school board and citizens 
in assisting us to try to educate and maintain good health 
among your boys and girls.

This past year has been a very busy one in our school health 
program. The Salk vaccine clincs coatinued during the sum- 
mer and on into the fall and wiater. Salk vaccine has been 
made available to all of our school as well as pre-schoo! children 
through the many clinics which were held. Nearly all of the 
children have had to inaoculatioas of the vaccine and will 
receive their third in the very near future. Response to the 
Salk vaccine program has been excellent. 

The yearly inspections of the school children have been 
carried out. These inso22tions include the following: 

1. Examinations for the detection-of scalp ring worm. 
Vis'on tests 
Height, weight and general observation. 

4. Hearing tests. | 

Notices of defects observed were sent to parents for their 
consideration. Follow-up home visits were made by the school 
nurse. Response from the parents was very good. Assistance 
in the correction of defects, in some instances, was provided by 
local service organizations as well as by state agencies. 

Among the local organizations providing financial assistance 
are the P.T.A. groups, the Lions Club and the Rotary Clubs. 

The state agencies offering financial assistance include th? © 
Crippled Children’s Services, the Sight Conservation Program, 
the Child Guidance Clinics aal the Stat? Public Welfare.
